THE BUILDING CODE FOR 
THE CITY OF ELBA, 
ALABAMA 

BE IT ORDAINED by the 
Mayor and Council of the City 
of Elba, Alabama, as follows: 


SECTION 1, That certain Or 
dinance regulating the  erec- 
tion, construction, enlarge- 
ment, alteration, repair, mov- 
ing, removal, conversion, demo- 
lition, occupancy, use, height, 
area and maintenance of build. 
ings or structures in the City 
of Elba, Alabama, which was 
duly passed and adopted on 
the 16th day of November, 1959, 
and spread upon the minutes 
of the Council at page 244 a- 
dopting the Southern Standard 
Building Code, 1953-54 revision, 
be and the same is hereby al- 
tered and amended to read as 
follows: 

Section 107-4—sSchedule of 
Permit Fees, 

On all buildings, structures, 
or alterations requiring a build.

tion 105, fee shall be paid as 
required at the time of filing 
application, in accordance with 
the following schedule: 

(a) Permit Fees, 

1. Any repairs or alterations 
not exceeding the sum of $500.

2, For any alteration or re- 
pairs exceeding $500.00, or for 
the construction of any build- 
ing there shall be a fee in the 
amount of $1.00 for the value 
tion of each $1,000.00 or por- 
tion thereof, however, in no e- 
vent shall a permit cost in ex- 
cess of $25.00, and an inspec- 
tion fee of $2.50 for each in- 
spection by the building inspte. 
tor appointed under this Ordi- 
nance, limited however to three 
such paid inspections. 

(b) Moving of Building or 
Structures, 

1. For the movng of any 
building or structure, the fee 
shall be $10.00. 

(ec) Demolition of Building or 
Structures, 

1, For the demolition of any 
building or structure the fee 
shall be $10.00, 

Section 114—-Violations and 
Penalties, 

Any person, firm, corporation 
or agent who shall violate a 
provision of this code, or fail 


to comply therewith, or with 
any of the requirements there- 
of, or who shall erect, con- 
struct, alter, demolish or move 
any structure, or has erected, 
constructed, altered, repaired,

Road and Bridge 
Projects Begun 
In This County 


Governor John Patterson and 
Highway Director Sam Engel- 
hardt last week signed a con- 
tract for a project which will 
result in 11 miles of road con- 
Struction in Coffee county 

This is a state project’ for 
base, bituminous treatments 
and erosion controls on roads 
west of Jack and North of Kin- 
Ston. Director Engelhardt said 
the low bid contract for $64,- 
691.50 was awarded to Green 
Construction Co., Inc., of Union 
Springs. He said the project 
should start within the next 
two weeks, 

New Creek Bridge 

Governor Patterson and Di- 
rector Engelhardt have enter- 
ed into a contract with Coffee 
county for the construction of 
a bridge culvert on .004 miles 
of road at Jump Creek, ahout 
two miles southeast of Jack. 

The estimated cost of this 
project is $9,700.00 with parti- 
cipation being $4,850 county F- 
AS funds, $2,425 by the State 
Department and $2,425 by the 
county. Construction should be- 
gin in the near future. 

The work is part of the regu- 
lar Farm to Market Program 
whereby roads and bridges are 
being replaced and improved to 
higher standards to serve local 
people. 

New Road 

Governor Patterson and Di- 
rector Engelhardt entered into 
a contract with Coffee county 
for construction of base and 
pavement on 6.944 miles of 
road from Doublehead-Lewis 
Mill northeasterly to a point on 
the Elba-'Troy highway appro- 
ximately two miles southwest. 
of the Pike county line. 

The estimated cost of this 
project is $60,465 with partici- 
pation being $48,000 State Pub. 
lice Road and Bridge funds, $6. 
225 by the State Highway De- 
partment and $6,225 by the 
county. Work is expected to be. 
gin soon. 

This work is being done as a 
part of the “Special Aid Pro- 
gram” for the counties whereby 
the counties can construct 
roads and bridges with other 
than regularly allocated money 
under the Farm to Market 
Road Act. 

The regular program provid_ 
ed by law and the Special Aid 
Program as granted by the 
Governor and the Highway Di- 
rector will be the means for 
the construction of 1000 miles 
of county roads and _ bridges 
within the state during each 
year of the present adminis- 
tration. Coffee county will con- 
struct its proportionate share. 

This is the first administra- 
tion that has entered into an 
agreement with every county 
covering the granting of special 
funds for road and bridge con 
struction on the county road 
system.
